Trade Relations, Tariff Questions, the 
Cable and Steamship Service 
Discussed. 



London, Deo. 3.— The Standard is in- 
formed that tho Karl of Jersoy has sub- 
mitted to Lord Ripon of the Colonial office 
hta report of hie mission to tho Ottawa 
Intercolonial Conference. Tho touor of thia 
report, tho Standard learns, indicatoa that 
his opiniona aro largoly in sympathy 
with tho conclusions of tho oonferonco aa to 
tho oablo, steamship and trado rolations in 
tho empire. Those conclusions aro described 
by him ua sound, practicable, and likely, if 
realized, to hoof tho greatest ud vautugo to 
Great Britain. The Eirl of Jersey oar- 
noatly advieoa tho government to con- 
sider favorably tho unanimous rt quest 
of tho conferoiieo for tho removal 
cf any restriction treaty or statutory 
prohibition standing in tho wuy ot inter Co- 
lonial trade. Tho power to make fijcul ar- 
rangements interae, he says, may or may 
not bo largely Died, hut in granting it to 
aelf govorning colonies, Groat Britain wi 1 bo 
developing tho pol cy long pursued of en- 
abling thorn to make use of such resources 
within tho Empire as they think best. Ex- 
perience has shown thia policy to bo the 
safest, ho thinks, and the most satisfactory 
mode of promoting advancement. Ho re- 
marks that there is nothing on tho statute 
book to provont Canada, the Capo and oven 
the Crown colonies from making differential 
conventions, but a statutory prohibition of 
a very exceptional character still precludes 
Australia's entering into differential tariff 
agreements. Tho only convontiona that tho 
Auatralian colonies contemplate, ho finds, 
aro thoae with Canada, and possibly 
he Capo. Thoso, if concluded, would not, 
hj boliovcd, materially affect tho commercial 
interests ot Grout liritain. Ho adds : "I 
consider that it will bo a consistent and auc- 
easeful pelicy to recognize the reasonable 
nature of tho request that autonomous col- 
onies havo tho powor, subject to the voto of 
tho Crown, to make such fiaoalarrungemonts 
with each other as may seem to them 
most conducivo to commercial prosperity. " 

Ae to tho troatioa with Belgium at.d Ger- 
many, tho KarlofJoreoy is satisfied that 
they do not prealudo making preferential 
arrangements among tho coloniea themselves 
without tho apecial advantages bo aooorded 
being extonded to the two countries in quea 
tlou. Nevertheless, ho thinka thoso treaties 
would provent Great Britain from Bharing 
any benefit which might be given by ono col- 
ony to another, although they would not 
provont Groat Britain from giving especial- 
ly advantageous terms to tho colonies. 
Great Britain, ho holds, has by the treaties 
bargained away her powor to receivo 
bettor terms in the colonies regarding 
her exports than aro given to 
Belgium and Germany. Ho will sug- 
gest that Great Britain might con- 
sider whether It would bo possible, without 
denouncing tho treaties, to induce Belgium 
and Germany, to consent to tho abrogation 
of tba clauses especially referring to the 
colonies. Aa regards the suggestion to es- 
tablish a maxim tariff for foreign nations 
and a minimum tariff for members of tho 
empire, tho Eirl of Jersey remarks that 
Buoh a proposition would involve a funda- 
mental ohungo in the financial policy of 
Great liritain. 

As far as tho coloniea aro concerned ho 
thinks it would moan tho remission of ex- 
isting taxation, but, as applied to Great 
Britain, it would compel tho introduction 
of a new system and the creation of a 
now taxation. " Canada, Australia and tho 
Cape," he writeB, "with their exuborant 
products of food and raw material, com- 
pared with their population, regard import 
duties with a different experience from that 
of the United Kingdom, wi 1 li ita insuffi- 
ciency of home grown food and tho necessity 
of the freo importation of raw material for 
industries." 

Coming to tho mail servico tho report 
is distinctly sympathetic, but warns the 
Australian colonies ehat much will depend 
on their actions. It mentions that tho ub- 
aiatanoo required from the Imperial Gov- 
ernment might o isily be rendered by divert- 
ing Borne of the mail poundage frcm tho 
exiating New York linea. On this point its 
language ia " if, instead of two weekly mails 
Bout by tho Cunard and White Star linos, 
ono wero sent by the proposed routo to Can- 
ada, not only would certain political and 
naval advantages bo secured, but about 
£52,000) or half the poundage now paid 
yearly to tho Now York lines, would bo 
saved, na tho subsidized acrvico would carry 
mail matter freo to the extent of tho subaidy. 
Thus there would be a largo eot-olf against 
the contribution of £75,000 and tho remain- 
der would ho still furthor reduced by tho 
free carriage of any mails from Vancouver 
to New Zealand und Auatralia." 

It is suggested that the difforonco bo- 
tweon tho poundage and £75,000 .might bo 
inado up by tho Admiralty subvontion on 
account of tho fast cruisers. If Great 
Britain makes these eonceaaiona, tho report 
continues, she will havo done her part 
toward forgiug a etrong link in tho chain of 
imperial communication. 
Vino Karl of Jersey implies inctdontally 
that tho dangers from fog and icoberga have 
been oxaggoratod. Ho doea not aeo any 
practical difficulty in the way of tho cable. 
If Nockar island or ono of tho Sandwich 
islands be used aa a landing plaoo, there 
might ho moro difficulty in repairing tho 
lino, ho Bays, as tho depth exceeds .'1,000 
fathoms iD places. Ho apoaka with leas con- 
fidence of luying the cablo from Vancouver 
to Fannin, owing to tho unprecedented apan 
of 3,230 knots in that routo, hut, ho odds, tho 
diliioulty may have boon ovcr-ootirnated. 
Ho regrets that ho cannot submit a roliablo 
statomout of tho expenses and receipts. He 
conBidera tho vulno of tho oablo for Irnporial 
purposed a question for expertB. He Bays : 
" I will only remark that I cannot under- 
stand how tho two routes, ono oaatcrn and 
tho othor western, can fail at critical 
momonts to bo moro useful than ono, 
and thab lb is not un unreasonable proposi- 
tion that tho oablo passing sololy trom 
British territory and through waters com- 
paratively secure from attack, muet bo of 
greater stratogotio udvantago than tho linoB 
through Kuropoan and Egyptian territories 
with constant liability to warliko complica- 
tionB." 

Somo apaoo is devoted to tho quostion of 



laying the oable by national or private en- 
terprise, Tho report Bays the difficulty of 
atato control under joint ownerships of sev- 
eral responsible governments oannot bo die- 
rogarded. It admits that the onterprieo oi 
the Eastern company benefits Aus- 
tralasia, but it is somewhat opposed to a 
monopoly, especially if the new line bo un- 
dertaken In Irnporial interests. 

In oonoluBion the Earl refers to tho evi- 
dent value that the oolonial statesman at- 
taches to the connection with ;ho Mother 
Country. " lb is within the power of 
Groab Britain," he saya, "to aebtle the 
direction of thoir trade and tho cur- 
rent of thoir sentiments for may bo 
generations. Such ta opportunity may not 
soon recur, as tho sanda of time run down 
quickly. Thoro 1b impationco for action, 
which would bo tried by delay and moat 
a idly disappointed by indifference to the 
proposal now broughb forward."

ments with aatisfaction on tho English news- 
paper rcportB of Altxandor III. 'a funeral. 
These reports, lie says, will help toeBtabliah 
bolter relations between tho two countries. 

Count Barwarowski, who translated 
Hyron'o poems into Polish and was ono of 
the richest noblemen in Galiciu, killed him- 
aeif yesterday in a fit of inBanity. 

Several ugrariun newspapers urgo the 
German government to notify the Unitod 
States of tho suspension of tho " most 
favored nation " Iroaty.

Little Confidence in an Armistice Be- 
ing Accorded by the Victorious 
Combatants. 



Shanghai, Doc. 3 —Commissioner Da- 
tring, who wont to Japan to negotiate for 
peaco, but was rebuffed by tho Japanese 
government, arrived hero yesterday. He 
aays bhat ho was recalled because the nego- 
tiations for peace had puBaed into the hands 
of the American ministers to Japan and 
China. He aEsertB that ho had documents 
giving him power to negotiate in tho namo 
of the Board of Foreign Affaire. Both state- 
ments are doubted, 

BERLIN, Dec. 3.— The Koelniecho Zei- 
tUDg warns England thab un Anglo-Russian 
allianco could result only in Russia's com- 
polliDg hor to diotuto to Japan and onforco 
upon her certain conditions at tho end of the 
war. Although England already wishes 
to dc-privo Japan of tho results 
of victory says tho writer, sho 
would find tho Rusaiun programmo 
a difficult and distasteful one, asany attempt 
on her parb to coorco Japan would bo 
frowned upon by tho wholo civilized world 
outside her own Dominion. 

London, Deo. 3 —The Times correspond- 
ent in Cheo Foo, saya : " Foreigners here 
ore preparing for dofenso. Tho Chinese 
havo little faith in tho report that an arinia- 
tioo Is about to be oonoluded," 

San Fbanoisoo, Deo. 3 — Correppondonco 
of the United Proas per steamer City of Rio 
do Janoiro, 

TOKIO, Japan, Nov. 17.— Tho Firab army 
under Field Marshal Yamagatu is pushing 
on into Manchuria. Ita advance guard had 
reached Siu Yan on Novembor 11. Siu 
Y r au is on tho road to Moukden, 52 miles 
beyond Ea Hwan, whoro tho Chinese de- 
fence collapsed so signally on Oat, 28, and 
8/ milcB beyond Yulu, whoro the battle of 
Hu Shan was fought on October 
25. Detailed accounts show thab 
the character of tho Hu Shan affair 
was underestimated originally. Gen. Sung, 
ChineBe commander-in-chief, hari forty- 
eight regiments posted along the Yaln from 
An Tung, seven miles below Wi Ju, to Sui 
Kin Chan, ten miles above it. Ho had also 
twenty regiments of resorvea in tho walled 
city of Chin Lion. HIb total foroe, nominally 
34,000, cannot have been loss than 20,000. 
At Hu Shan,ths key of the position, eighteen 
regiments were maBsed. During tho forty 
days of hiB presence with tho troops, Sung 
had caused forty-three entrenchments to be, 
constructed, their parapeta from 8 to 12 feeb 
high and their armament nearly ono hundred 
guns. The Japanese, some 15,000 strong, 
planned to deliver the attack by the com- 
bined operation of six divisions, One con- 
sisting of artillery sholled HuShan through- 
out the battle. Another forded the Yalu ab 
Siu Kan Chang and movod down the north- 
ern bank, anothor attacked Hu Sban from 
the front and the throe others engaged in 
flanking movements. Tho dotaila of the 
Japanese movements wero executed with 
Buoh clockwork precision that in a few hours 
Hu Shan was carried. The victors loaa was 
only 32 killed and 112 wounded. The 
vanquiBbod left 700 corpaea on the field. 
They lost nicety-eight gune, 4,495 rifles, 
30,384 rounds of large arm ammunition and 
4,300,060 rounda of email arms. In ahorfc 
they left behind virtually their wholo park 
ot artiliory and their entire supply of fire 
stores and ammunition.

Va.scouveii, Dec. 3.— Tho halibut busi- 
ness is booming just now. The Bteamer 
Thistle, chartered by tho Victoria Fish 
Company, returnod from hor Gist trip to the 
halibut banks to day. Sno was nino day a 
from home. The city wharf preaents a 
lively Bcone with a amall army of men re- 
ceiving uud shipping loada to the Eastern 
markets. Tho Thistle's catch boats all pre- 
vious records, being 80,1)00 pounds. Tho 
fish are large and in splendid condition. 

The steamer Coquitlam, ohartorod by the 
American Fishing Co., repreaonting Boston 
and Vancouver capital, which brought in 
50,000 pounds, Bent forward twooirloada to 
Boston to day. Tho halibut ia shipped with 
tho paBBenger trainB and costs from $800 to 
$1,000 a car freight. Tho C. P. R. aro jub- 
ilant over tho boom ia tho halibut trado. 

The tax Bale waa continued to-day and 
tho biddiDg wbb livoly. A long list was 
completed, but lots that wero not bid on 
before will bo put up on Tuesday, when 
the wholo list will bo cloanod up. To-day 
threo capitalists bought a largo number of 
lots for tho Bako of tho safo Bix por cent, 
there was in it. 

To-day Pat Cain, suspected of murder, 
was again romanded for vagrancy, and a 
Chinese counterfeiting case waa laid over. 

Chinamen, have been arrosted for aolling 
Chinoao liquor to white men without a 
iiconBo. In tho paac this trallio haa boon 
carried on oxtonsively by Cninamon. Li 
coneo Inapeotor MoLood has determined to 
put a Btop to it. 

It was thought that the civic salaries for 
the month would be paid in scrip, but con- 
trary to tho prediction of tho poaBimiatp, 
they wero paid aa uaual in logal tonder. 

A young woman from the Sound, who de- 
serted hor huBband for another man, ap- 
plied to tho police for food todiy, Baying 
that hor paramour had deserted her. 

Chilian Consul Morris held a court, on tho 
bark India. Ho Bent a sailor to jail for In- 
subordination. 

An illicit atill has been Beized by tho au- 
thorities at Cherry Creok, 42 milea from 
Vernon. Collector Bowell put a man on the 
traok, having hoard about it during hia 
trip to the interior. The owner of the still, 
G. R. Baker, was fined $-50 and his still 
was confiscated. 

Chung Lum is liable to bo pretty severely 
punished if ho gets his dues. Besides being 
caught attempting to pasa counterfeit 
money, an odd outfit of tools and ten pounds 
of metal have been found in his cabin, indi- 
cacing that he may have done the counter- 
feiting himself. Lum's counterfeit work 
was very course and it ia hard to conceive 
how anyone could be fooled with it. 

The council decided to night to paBB a by- 
law exempting two projected cold storages 
from exemption — tho Tcxaa Lako lea Co. 
and the Whatcom Co. They will get their 
water at the minimum rate of 15 centH.

The finance committeo of the city coun- 
cil having refuaod money for street repairs, 
the board of works are utilizing the chain 
gang. Tramps, beware ; prisoners will be 
worked hard all wiutes.

The police and 
fire committees will be amalgamated, also 
the water and light.

A deputation 
of tho council will wait on him and urge tho 
necessity of freo poet office dolivery for this 
city. 

Workmen on tho waterworks reservoir 
attended the council in a body to-night and 
complained that they had not recoivod any 
pay for three inontha.

THE CITY SCHOOL BOARD 

Meets to Adopt an Important Resolution In 
Connection With the Serai-Annual 
Examinations. 

A spooially convened mooting of tho city 
Bohool board was held yesterday ovoniug at 
tho office of Mr. B. Williama, tho aoorotary, 
for tho purpose of discussing an important 
resolution drafted by Chairman Charles 
Hayward, introduced by Trustee Glover, 
seconded by Truateo Lovell, and which read 
as follows : 

1 That tho Secretary bo directed to notify 
tho principals of all city schools that in the 
opinion of this board clauso 9 of the rules 
and regulations is intonded to apply to tho 
promotion examinationa and not to the ex 
hibitionB heretofore in vogue ; and to requiro 
that in all schools the written promotion 
examinations be held on tho last three days 
of the seeaion and tho rosulta be mado known 
either on tho commencement day of tho now 
term or by publication during the vacation." 

Clauso 9 of the rules and regulations of 
the Council of Public Instruction, above ro- 
ferred to, roadB os horoundor : 

" On tho last day of each half year to 
hold a public examination of his Bchool 
notice of whioh shall bo given to the trustees 
and to the parents through the pupils." 

Tho roBolution waa discussed in all its 
baaringa and waa then adopted by unanim 
oua vote of tho board. 

TRUSTEE Mahchant then moved, second 
ed by Trustee Lewia, "That, aubjoot to the 
approval of tho Council of Publio Instruc- 
tion, all the public schools of Victoria bo 
oloBed for the Chriatmua vaoation on Wed- 
nesday, December 19 

ThiB, too, was carried without diesont 
and tho board odjourned, Trustee Marohant 
announcing that the c immitteo on technical 
education in the schools waa not quite ready 
with its report. All tho truatoes wero 
preaent at laat evening's meeting. 



INQUEST ON IHNG DO. 

Sin King Censured By the Coroner's Jury For 
His Heartless Conduct. 

The Inquest yesterday on the body of Hing 
Da, the Chinaman who died suddenly on 
Saturday outside of Sin King's laundry, 
brought out the fiot that the proprietor of 
thelaundry heartlessly allowed tho unfortun- 
ate Hlng Do to dio in the open air, and mado 
no effort to havo him takon into the houee 
Hing Do, according to the evidence, was 
taken with an apoplectic fit and fell down 
in tho shod adjoining the laundry. Dr. 
Uaioll, when Sin King was giviDg evi- 
dence, asked why tho dying man was not 
taken into tho house but allowed to lio for 
several hourB in tho open air. Sin KiDg 
tried to dodgo the question, but tho coroner 
pressed it and finally waa answered that Sin 
King waa too busy to tell anyouo to bring 
tho man into tho houao. Then Sin King 
aaid that ho aent for an expressman to tako 
Hing Da to the Chinoso hospital. This un- 
swor, however, seemed to confl ct with wit- 
ness' statement made that he waa afraid if 
the man waa movod he would dio. 

Hing Do'a nephew stated that a Chinese 
dootor who waa called io wisely gave as his 
opinion that if Hing Do did not dio he 
would get hotter. 

Dr. L»ng, who made tho post mortem, 
givo apoplexy us tho causo of doath and 
o insiderod that lying in tho oold opon air 
would havo had a deloterious effect on the 
un fortunate. 

Tho jury brought in a verdiot in accord- 
ance with Dr. LkDg'a evidonco, und cen- 
sured Sin King otrongly for not looking 
after the dying man bottor than he did. 
Sin King waa arrested laat night on tho 
aoroner'a warrant for neglecting to care 
properly for Hing Do.

The Mission Steamer "Glad Tidings" 
and Her Active Work Among 
the Indians. 

Keturu of the "Mischief-Norwegian 
Settlers Well Pleaaed-A 
New Sealer. 



The steamer Glad Tidings, Capt. Oliver 
has arrived from Port Simpson, bringing 
down Rar. W. H. Pioroe, missionary to the 
Coast Indians, who was appointed by the 
Methodist Conferonoe last May to take 
charge of the work known as the Glad Tid- 
ings Mission, which includes all the missions 
in connection with the Methodist church 
along the coast and around Vunoouver is- 
land, and oppooially the tribea, or portions 
of tribeB, not yot Christianized. Mr. Pierco 
has just oompletod his first round of visits 
in his present capacity, and reports his trip 
full of stirring eventB. Ho left Port Simp- 
son three weeks ago, and during the trip 
down oonductod one hundrod and six oen 
religious nervices among the Indiana. He 
h»d with him a band of thirty-six Christian 
Indians to h ol o him inhi« svungoliatio work, 
and also hod valuablo aBs'atanOb f rom tn0 
Rev. Mr. Riley of Kitaouat, and R?V. aii. 
Bevis of Bella Balls. At Kitlupe ho It ft a 
nativo teacher (William Kelly) in charge of 
the work. The entiro population thoro have 
embraced Christianity and are under the 
oare of the Methodist church. He had six- 
teen baptiaino and five marriages during the 
trip, and at many of tho servicea a deep ro- 
ligiouB feeling prevailed. One old chief 
was ao moved by tho gospel teach- 
ing that ho gladly offered threo acres 
of land on whici. to erect a church and mia- 
Eton. Mr. Pierco left a band of his Chris- 
tian workers at Fort Rupert, who will carry 
on evangelistic meetings until he returns. 
He also left another band at Alert Bay for 
a similar purpoeo. Tho visitors received a 
hearty weloomo from Rev. Mr. Hall of the 
Eoglish church mlsBion, who willingly co 
operated with them in thoir elTorta to reach 
and save tho heathen Indians. Part of the 
(Had Tidings' passage down was very 
ftormy. Two large canoes in tow woro lost 
through the violence of the atorm, but for- 
tunately tho owners were aboard tho 
steamer. They had a narrow eecipo through 
the rudder of tho vessel giving way in a 
most dangerous locality, with rocks almost 
within touching distance and a fierce gale 
blowing, but through tho skill of Captain 
Olivor and the united efforts of those on 
board thoy succeeded in effecting an en- 
trance to a place of safety. Mr. Pierce.who 
was born at Fore Rupert, and is familiar 
with the past hiatory of the coast Indians, 
in contrasting their former and present 
state, sees abundant encouragement. On 
board the stoamer ho had the representa- 
tives of ten different tribes, alt engaged in 
Christian work, who a [few years ago wore 
most determined foes. He hopes to prose- 
cute the work all along the coast during the 
winter, and. aided by tho chairman of the 
district, Rev. Thomas Crosby, and others, 
expects to see much good accomplished. Mr. 
Piereo, with hiB wife and baby, while in the 
city are tho guests of Mr. Ok-dl. Victoria 
West. Tho latter has presented Mr Pierce 
with a magic lantern and full aet of elides, 
illustrating scriptural characters, purchased 
by him when in England expressly for the 
Indian missions. Mr. Pierce hopes to make 
effectual use of them in his evangelical 
work. 

THK "MISCHIEF" A<JAIN IN 1'OKT. 

The steam sohooner Misohief, Captain 
Foot, which has juBt returned to port, did 
not while away secure any tidings of the lost 
Ivanhoe, although careful inquiry was made 
of all the Indians met with of thoQuatsino, 
Nawitte, Koskimo end Kloskish tribes. 
Captain Foot is now convinced that tho ill- 
fated bark did not come to grief on tho 
northern shores of Vancouver island, though 
it is quite probable that she has gone down 
somewhere in the neighborhood of the west 
coast — possibly off Barclay sound. The 
mishap to tho Mischief reported by the 
steamer Mexico was tho merest trifle. She 
dropped anchor in five fathoms of water off 
Campbell river and during tho night Bhe 
swung round on a sandbar, where ehe re- 
mained about she hours — until tho riaing of 
the tide. So little was thought of the in- 
cident on boird that the fact of the ground- 
ing was not known by the majority of the 
passengers. These lattor, the Norwegian 
colonists under Mr. Norstrom, who are bot- 
tled at Coal harbor, Qjatsino Sound, aro 
well ploased with their new home, and have 
already written to thirty or forty families of 
their friends, urging them to jiin them. 
Tho erection of a portablo sawmill is to lie 
the firat work uudeitakou by the colonists 
when they shall have become aottled. 

TO SICK INDIAN HUNTERS, 
Between twelve and sixteen captains of 
sealing vetBola loft for West Cias*. points on 
the steamer Maude laot evening to engage 
Indian crews fur their vessels during the 
comieg soiling eeason. While many of 
them will exporionee little difficulty in their 
undertaking, it is said that others will ho 
met by ilomandR for big wages. The 
ochoonor Enterprise will probably bo the 
first vessol to leave hero for the Japan coast, 
Sne is preparing for the voyage, andexpectB 
to sail by the 15th inBt. 

ANOTHER FOB THE FLEET. 
This year tho Seattle schooner Sadntte, 
though hunting under tho American 11 ig, 
will be in reality one of Victoria's diet. She 
has be a purchased by Captain Hugh' a, 
who commanded tho Bjhooner Mary Ellen 
las', year, and will this coming scaling season 
be cap'aincd by bin . She is a double top- 
maated Bohoi n :r of 70 tone register. O "ing 
to the near approach of tho sealing season, 
ahe will no'. 1>b fitted nut here, but at Seattle, 
for her cruise to Japan. Tho coming trip will 
be her sec>nd It is auid that her purchasing 
prico waa $3,850.

SIR JOHN MACDONALD. 

Interesting better From Baroness Macdonald 
-Mr. Pope's Preface to the 
Biography. 

The subjoined introductory letter from 
Lady Macdonald explains the circumstances 
under which Mr. Pope, Sir John Maodon- 
ald'a biographer, wrote the life of the great 
Conservative leader, whom he very truly 
siys that he " loved and served." Mr. Pope 
waa not only the private secretary but the 
friend, aa he abundantly manifests through- 
out the entire volume. Lady Macdonald 
sayj : 

" During one of those strange and be- 
wildered days following that supromo and 
solemn hour which oloaed the earthly life of 
my husband — dayB when I triod hard to 
movo forward from tho horror of a groat 
darkness into the sad twilight of resigna- 
tion — on ono of thoao days tho necessity 
forced itself upon me for naming a writer, 
who, having had a oloso personal intercourse 
with Sir John, should, uidad by the con- 
tents of such papers and lottors as ho had 
left, be able to give a more intimate and 
dotailed history of his interesting person- 
ality than would bo possiblo for any other 
biographer, however compotont and faith- 
iu-, J!° c possessed of these special advan- 
taged 

" Happily my husband anticipated tho 
p ssibility of this necessity, and, aa waa his 
custom in the regulation of my daily lifo, 
had givon me in a fow slight words tho direc- 
tion I should need 

" Tho Eubjoot had been brought under hia 
notice, somo threo or four months before tho 
time of our parting by two letters addreBeed 
to mo. Both these letters were from liter- 
al y persons unknown to us, each offering 
hiB sorvices aa Sir John's biogropher, one of 
whom waa good enough to ask my assistance 
in the preparation of hia work. 

" When the sscond of theso lottors ar- 
rived, though Sir John was apparently aa 
well us uaual, deeply engroasod by import- 
ant business and in tho full tide of public 
affiirs, I had already with a sinking heart 
been visited by strange und unusual mis- 
givings aa to tho atato of his health. 

" Ic was more from his words and ways 
of late I had learned to fear, for it seemed 
to me that in some mysterious manner tho 
veil of the great Hereafter was lifting for 
him, and that hiB tired eyes saw beyond it. 

"In one of hia rare intervale of leisure 
— Badly do I remember how diilicult it was 
to find even few unoccupied minutes for 
the purpose — I showed both these letters to 
Sir John, as I had shown others on the 
same subject received at intervals during 
the lust ten years of our married lifo. 

" I boo my husband now as he spoke in 
answer, woaried and thoughtful, on hiB re- 
turn home at Ottawa from a long cabinet 
meeting. 'They must wait till I am dead,' 
he said slowly, ' and then I think Joo shall 
write it.' He thus Bpoko of Mr. Joseph 
Pope, hia long-time private secretary and 
fiien l, who for) more than ten years had 
been a frequent inmate of our house, for 
whom Sir John had a warm regard, in 
whoso honesty ef purpose and ability ho 
had alwayB great oonfidenoe, and to whom 
he spoke, I feel suro, as confidentially as so 
naturally reticent a man waa ever able to 
speak to any other. ' Yob,' he repeated, 
'Joe shall write it; he knows more about 
me than any one else ; and you, Agnoe, 
shall help him.' In accordance with the 
first part of this desire so aoon as it was 
possible for me to see him, I aont for Mr. 
Pope, and asked him as a personal favor to 
undertake the work. 

" The second alas It was Impossible to ful- 
fil. Suffering, weakened, and unfit, it waa 
then, and it has been over since, not only 
impossible for me to add a line or word to 
them, but even to read over Mr. Pope's 
pageB, for which 1 now in this blind unusual 
manner venture to ask public attention. 

"Having consented, nut without many mis- 
givings, to tho preparation of these memoira, 
Mr. Pope naturally asked for such material 
as I could furniah. 

" A large collection of lettora and papora 
had boen carefully preserved during many 
yeara by Sir John with a viow, as ho moro 
than once told mo, to writing aome account 
of his life and times in Canada when, too 
old for longer devotion to tho public service, 
he should retire altogether from political 
life and ecjoy what he had always eagorly 
looked forward to, a few yoara of reat and 
quiot boforo tho end should come. 

" To these letters and paper*, except in 
this way to me, I caunot discover that nay 
husband m»de any further rctertuce what- 
ever. They remained at my disposal ; and, 
entirely untie as I waa to read over and ex- 
amine and select from their pages, I had no 
choice but to give them unreservedly to Mr. 
Pope, with a request that, in making use of 
their contents, he Bhould exerciso his best 

judgment 

"Macdonald of Earnscliffk " 

Sydenham, London, 18!M 

Mr. Pope in hia pretaco thus speaks of the 
work which waa devolved upon him and of 
tho spirit in which ho undertook to carry it 
out. 

"I ask the public to remember, in the 
first pl'ioe, that Sir John Macdonald was 
naturally tho most reserved of men, and 
that his confidences wero very fow. 

" I desire thorn also to boar in mind that 
1 know him only during tho laat ten yeurB of 
his life, that ho waa sixty-seven yeara old 
before I ever apoko to him, and, lastly, that 
tho rolation in which I stood towards him 
was the subordinate ono of secretary. 

•' It Is truo that, I have had the inestim- 
able advantage of accosa to hia private 
papera, but the >...y richness of tho ma- 
terials at my dii-p iaal has proven n, fruitful 
sourco of embarrassment. The difficulty of 
selection, groat in any c iho, has boen 
heightened by the ahort nena of tho interval 
that has olapaed binc^ his death, and by tho 
fact that many of hia contemporaries aro 
still living. 

~ " Beyond a general hint conveyed at raro 
intervals in phrases such as ' Remember 
that it will be useful hereafter,' and ' I 
want you to bo my literary executor,' Sir 
John never alluded in my presence to tho 
subject of bis memoirs. I have a strong im- 
pression that ho wiahed hia correspondence 
on the aul j -ct of tho Treaty of Washington 
to bo givon to tho world. In regard to its 
publication, thorefore, I fnol I have had no 
option. Thero can be littlo doubt also, 
from its very form, that ho intended his 
letter to Lord Dufl'irin on tho subject of tho 
granting of tho firat Canadian Pacific rail- 
way charter to bo road by pisterity ; but, 
with thono exceptions, I aloiio am respon- 
sible for tho appearance of whatever tho 
book contains. 

" In its preparation I have endeavored to 
avoid ua far aa poBaiblo giving offence, at tho 
aamo time I havo kept 8toadlly boforo mo 
tho fact that my firat duty ia toward the 
momory of my lato Chief. In conclusion, I 
can only say that I havo tried to discharge 
this gravo responsibility, which I did not 
sook, aa honestly and faithfully us I could— 
I would fain hopo in a manner nob alto- 
gether unworthy of tho groat statesman 
whom I lovod and sorved."

THE GREAT CHIEFTAIN. 

Sir John Macdonald was unquoationably 
tho greatest man that Canada has yob pro- 
duced. Tho time haa already come whon 
Canadians of all creeds and all shades 
of political opinion willingly acknow- 
ledge that ho is fully entitled to the 
highest nicho in Canada'a Templo of Fame. 
The story of his life well and truthfully told 
will bo welcome to the people of this coun- 
try. "Memoira of tho Right Honorable Sir 
John Alexander Macdonald" by Joaeph 
Pope ia auoh a story. Mr. Pope's narrative 
ia clear, simple, and singularly free 
from the fiultB of ordinary biographies. 
He dooa not make a laultleaa hero of the 
aubj ct of hia narrativo. He doeB not be- 
alaver him with fulaomo praiee whorever ho 
thinks he soea an opportunity, and ho does 
not attribute to him talents and virtues 
whioh ho did not poaaeaa. Mr. Pope is a 
partisan, it is true, but hiB partisanship is of 
the gentleBb and most harmleBB kind. ItcaD 
be Boeu at a glance that his love for his late 
chief ia no ordinary affection, and that his ad- 
miration of him is literally boundless. He 
cannot bring himself to like those who hated 
his chief, and he finds it imposaible to for- 
give thoae who injured or tried to injure him. 
It is quite possible that his affection for Sir 
John hinders him in many oases from seeing 
the virtuea of some of Sir John's opponents 
and from admitting that they in their hos- 
tility to tho Conservative leader may have 
been actuated by what they considered 
their duty to their country. But it ia easy 
to make allowances for any miatakeB ho may 
have mado in this regard. There is very 
littlo gall in Mr. Pope's ink and we *r-i 
quite sure that it will be impossible to find 
in his work any trace of wilful miaropre- 
aentation. 

The picture which tho biographer gives ub 
of Sir John A. Macdonald ia a truly attract- 
ive ono and he producea his offeots without 
any apparent effort. Sir John, ho tells us, 
started in life without any of the advantages 
which bo many regard as indispensable to 
succesB. Ho was the son of a poor Highland 
immigrant of the bottor class. His father 
failed in business iu Scotland and came to 
this country when John A. was only five 
years old to retrieve his fortunes. But ho 
did not retrieve them. He struggled to 
make a living in two or three plaoes in Oa- 
tario and was nover very successful. In 
spite of hia difficulties, he contrivod to give 
his aon a fair amount of schooling. " Five 
years at tho grammar school," BayB Mr. 
Pope, "was all the educational advantage 
Sir John Macdonald enjoyed," and adda, 
"ho always regretted the disadvantage 
in this respect of his early life." Tho young 
lad had no influential connections to help 
him on in life, no position in society except 
that which the admittod respectability of 
hia parents gavo him. So far from having 
any money ho was obliged as soon aa ho 
loft Bchool to go to work to earn Iub own 
living, " and," Bays Mr. Pope, " I auapect 
moro than bis own living. ' I had no boy- 
hood,' I once heard him (Sir John) Bay. 
' From tho ago of fifteon I began to earn my 
own living.'" Thi.a it will have to bo ad- 
mitted was a very unpropltioua bogiuning, 
particularly at a timo when interest 
and good connections wero almoet 
indisponsablo to auccoea in oither 
professional or political lifo in 
Canada. Thoae wore tho days of family 
compaota and tho narroweat and most hate- 
ful kind of officialism. 

In spito of every disadvantage, young 
Macdonald fought, his way upwards. Tho 
only ohanco ho appoara to have had was to 
be placod in ohargo of a branch office during 
the abBonoo of ono of the firm, and this ho 
no doubt would not havo had if ho hud not 
boon moro than commonly oapablo and In- 
dustrious. Many roadora will bo surprised 
to find that at this period of hiB life tho 
future Promior of Canada waB not at all 
livoly. Mr. Goorgo MoKenzie, tho head of 
the firm, writing to him, gavo him this ad- 
vico • " Moantimo, bo assiduous and ubovo 
all Industrious. I do not think you are so 
free and lively with tho people as 
a young man eager for their good should bo. 
A dead-and-alive way with them nover 
does." Ho was called to tho bar in 1836, 
and carried a musket against) tho rebels in 
1837 ; but it does not appear that tho young 



man was greatly charmed with the delighta 
of a soldier's lifo. He commenced the prao- 
tice of law In Kingston, and it dooa not ap- 
pear that ho waa for any length of time a 
briefless barrister. In 1842 ho waa able to 
tako a trip to the Old Country with a 
purse protty woll tilled, for ho was able 
to buy a law library and some eX- 
penaivo articles tor housekeeping. This is 
learned from a letter which ho wrote to his 
mother, for this great man. Immersed in af- 
fairs, had a kind and tender heart. Ho 
wroto long ami interesting lettera to hia 
mother and Bisters, and in later years for- 
got his cares and auxioties while romping 
with tho children that visited hia house and 
playing "beggar my noighbor " with hia 
little aon. He waa ulao, to tho laat duy of 
hia lifo, kind and considerate to all with 
whom ho cumo in contact in domestic lifo. 

Mr. Macdonald waa oloctod to tho House 
of Assombly in livl-1 Ho does not appear 
to havo boon greatly olatod by tho elevation. 
Ho was for a long timo ono of tho silent 
members. It la said that ho did not 
make moro than tivo speeches in five yeara. 
But ho made hia ir-fluenco folt in many 
waya, and was soon lookod upon bb ono of 
the most promising mon of his party. Ho- 
sponaiblo Government had not been com- 
pletely eatabliahod. Tho Govornor-Ooueral 
arrogated to himself the authority now 
wielded by tho Prime Miuiater. " At tho 
very outsotof hio administration," saya Mr. 
Pope," " ho (Lord Sydenham) gavo it to bo 
undorBtood that he would never aubmib to 
yield up the authority with which ho had 
been invoatod to any act of mon in 
bho oolony. Ho was willing to ad- 
mit that his Council ought to be 
compnaod of men possessed of tho confidence 
of tho peoplo, but he reservod to himself tho 
right to accopb or reject their advico as he 
thought propor. It was irnposaiblo, he 
argued, for him to diveBt himself or to allow 
hiniaolf to be diveatod of any portion of the 
responaibility attachod to hia ollioo. The 
local knowledge and exporionco posaeaaod by 
the membera of his Council would, no doubt, 
provo of tho groateBt advantago to him in tho 
carrying out of tho government ; bub ho let 
it bo clearly understood that be looked upon 
thorn moroly aa a conBultativo body, useful, 
but by no moana indisponaable, to tho proper 
exocution of hia functions." 

Sir Charles Metcalfe, Lord Syden- 
ham's Bucocesaor, hold the aame views 
with roepsot to tho Governor General's pre- 
rogative and hia relation to the Executive 
Council. It can easily bo understood that 
with Governors-General holding auoh viowa 
and acting upon them there would bo atormy 
scenes in the House of Assembly, and con- 
tinuous agitation in the country. Mr. Pope 
haB very little sympathy with tho rough 
ways and coarse methods of the mon who 
eontonded for Responsible Government. He 
regards them as demagogues, and " dema- 
goguo " is with him everything that ia bad 
and unpleasant in politics. Ho says : 

"While it is natural that those who havo 
beon brought up under the full measure of 
Constitutional Government which wo in Can- 
ada enjoy to day, should sympathiBo with 
the struggles of our fathers for Responsible 
Government, it cannot bo said that a study 
of tho course pursued by tho Legialativo As- 
semblies of Upper and Lower Canada in 
their efforts to secure that desirable rosulb, 
is calculated to increaso our Bympathy for 
tho oauce they ospoused. If the executive 
denied tho Assembly any sharo in the ad- 
ministrative power of Govomment, tho in- 
solent language, and often grossly uncon- 
stitutional actions of tho loaders of those 
bodies wero frequently auch as abundantly 
to demonstrate thoir unfitness to exerciso 

that powor It is an undoubted 

fact that by their extravagant claima, 
by their systematic abuse of constitutional 
forms, more particularly by their constant 
practico of tacking togethor various legisla- 
tive measures for the avowed purpose of 
compelling tho Legislative Council to pass 
soino objectionable bill — a rare and extreme 
coureo in constitutional proceduro which 
they converted into the ordinary mode of 
legislation — by thoir systematic jobbing 
with the publio funds, and finally by thoir 
absolute refusal to vote tho supplies neces- 
sary to tho carrying on of tho Govornmont — 
tho ABaembly furnished the opponents of 
the introduction of Responsible Govornmont 
with a aeries of arguments difficult of refu- 
tation." 

It is, of course, a pity that Responsible 
Govornmont was not won In a kid gloved 
kind of way, but earnest, atrong-willod 
mon, when they find that their rights ha\o 
been withhold from them bypotty tyrants, aro 
not vory particular as to tho rr.eanB they ubo 
to throw off tho yoke that galls them. Wo 
aro afraid that if a Govornor-Gonoral in 
these days woro to have recouiBO to Lord 
Sydenham's methods, Mr. Popo would bo 
shocked at the language used by tho udvo- 
catoa of popular righta and tho moans 
adopted to recover those righta. Wo aro a 
littlo aupriacd that Mr. Popo, ua bo waa 
penning tho paragraph wo havo quotod, did 
not aco that these rough reformers 
wero clearing tho track for Sir John 
Macdonald ; that without thom a 
Promier from tho people would havo boon 
impoBBiblo. What thoBO rude logialatora 
aBkod for in various unpleuaant ways was tho 
power which Sir John Macdonald after- 
warda exorciaod on behalf of tho people of 
Canada and for their benefit, and oourtly aa 
ho waB, thoro waa not tho slightest danger 
of his abating ono jot or one tittle of it for 
tho best Govornor-Cleneral that over rocoived 
tho (Queen's Commission. It doos nob'do bo 
be too fastidious whon wo aro writing or 
talking aboub tho mon who by hard lighting 
and at tho cost of many saorificos won for us 
our rights and liberties as British froomon. 

Mr. Maodonald's course In Parliament 
was onward and upward. Tho politioal 
loudor in those days of doublo majorities 
waB often in a vory ticklish position, and ho 
had to roBort to many and strango devices to 
get his party out of its difficulties. The 
ruling party in thoso daya waa double- 
headed. Tho Legislature was composed of 
English-speaking mon and Fronoh-Cuna- 
dians. It was the rule to havo an English- 
speaking man und a French-Canadian as 
joint leadora of tho ruling party. Each 
loader was obligod to have a majority from 
hia own provinco on hia aide— bo this ma- 



jority was composed of two majorities. 
It waa not enough that a measure 
should command a majority of the Houso. 
It muBt be oarriod by a doublo majority, 
ono from Ontario and one from Quoboo, or 
ib would bo considered loBt. To get this 
doublo majority waa often a very difficult 
business, and Bometimea it was quito impos- 
sible. Sir John Macdonald.thorofore, received 
hiatralniogin a di Hi cult school. Ho waa never 
stationary. Ho was first, as wo see, an in- 
fluential but nearly silent member outaido 
tho Government. O i the 11th of Muy, 1847, 
ho was aworn in Receiver-General, and 
from that time forward was a 
loader of tho (' jnaervativo party — 
in iacs its ruling spirit. His ii.fluonco was 
gcoator, if possible, in tho country tliun it 
waB iu the legislature. "John A." was 
throughout the lougth and breadth of On- 
tario among the Conservatives u namo to 
coDjurowith. Seldom have a poople been 
ao dovotcd to a political loudor. Thoy had 
complete confidoiico in him ua a political 
loader and thoy liked him aa a man. Pol- 
itical life did nob spoil him. It haF been 
eaid thut Sir John waa vindictive. This ia 
what Mr. Popo auya of the spirit iu which 
Sir John A. Macdonald regarded hin op- 
ponents : 

" At that timo political animosities raged 
with a violence almost unknown bo ub, for 
the interchange of umoniiisa, whioh at rare 
intervale enlivens our Parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, affords but a faint illuatrution of 
tho ecouoa often witnessed on the Ihor of 
tho Housu of Assembly, whero in the heat 
of debate language of un extremely pergonal 
naturo not unfrequently led to physical en- 
counters and sometimes] resulted in chal- 
lenges to mortal combat 

"Amid this incessant political warfare 
Sir John Maodonald's lifo was spent. Ever 
a conspicuous mark for the Opposition it is 
not surprising that, with all his pationco 
and self-command, hia naturally quick and 
impulsive ttmporament occasionally got 
tho better of him and led him 
into oxcesaes of language, and in rare in- 
stances of exhibitions of temper otrangoly 
contrasting with that courtly address aed 
dignified manner whioh habitually distin- 
guished him. To acknowledge this is to say 
ho waa human ; but wherein Sir John Mac- 
donald differed from most mon was that 
with him tho feoling of irritation always 
passed away with tho occasion that callod ib 
forth. His geuerouB naturo was incapable 
of resotitrneut. Ho cherished no animosity 
against opponents, for whom (with perhaps 
tho Binglo exception of Mr. Georgo Brown) 
ho hod always In private u kindly and 
pleasant word." 

Mr. Popo gives a most interesting accounb 
of tho way in which Confederation waB 
brought about, and his uccount of tho Paci- 
fic soandal is ingenious. He beliovoB that 
in that tranaaction Sir John Macdonald was 
guilty of nothing moro than the imprudence 
of being tho disponeor of an olection fund 
Nob the loaBt interesting document among 
many that aro moat intoreBting whioh aro in 
olud id in the Memoira is Sir John's lottor to 
LordDufForin. Boforoany intelligent manun 
dertakesto pronounce upon the part which 
Sir John took in the events connected with 
that soandal he should read, and 
road moat carefully, that lettor. 
There uro very few public documents so 
well worthy cur attentive perusal. There 
we have the history of tho establishment of 
tho National Policy. Mr. Pope holds and 
indeed proves that Sir John win not inoon- 
sistont in the part which he then took. He 
adduces evidence to show that Sir John had 
all along fuvorod moderate protection. 

" His attitude towards that groat ques- 
tion," he suyB " waB britfly this ; that while 
tho principlo of froo trade, viewed aa un ab- 
stract proposition, waa indisputably sound 
its successful application in the concroto de- 
pended upon conditions which wero not al- 
ways present, and which certainly did 
not oxiBt in Canada. It wna ho 
eontonded tho duty of a atateBnian to deal 
with facts, not to BpooulaLo in theories, and 
to adopt such a policy aa would beet meet 
the varying nceda of the country. Free 
Trade in the absolute senso of the term — 
that is tho liberty of buying In tho choap- 
eat and selliog in tho deareat market — did 
nob anywhoro exiab. Tho example of Eng- 
land was quoted, but England, wbile she 
had thrown open her portB to tho world, 
found the markets of all other nations shut 
againat her. ' ■ ■ Canada was 
a now and poor country, lying in close prox- 
imity to u great nation whose markots wero 
rigorously clcsod against hor. Under a low 
tariff her struggling induatriea found 
it impossible to compote against 
the wealth, skill, and acquired 
capital invested in tho Rreat manufactories 
of the United States whioh wero built up by 
protection, and hor skilled artiauna and 
laborers wore in consequence obliged to seek 
in a foroign country that employment which 
was denied them at homo. Was thoro to be 
no remedy for this stute of things ! Sir John 
asked. Wus Canada for ever to languish 
under a system which was over depleting her 
moroly that hor rttlora might continue faith- 
ful to tho maxima of Condon, overy ono 
of whoso prophecies had been faliifiod 
by time. To do this was in Iub opinion to 
degrade political economy to a supersti- 
tion. " 

Wo road in tho Memoirs of what Sir John 
did in the first six yoars after Confederation 
was established, of tho treaty ho helped to 
negotiate, of tho great territory ho was in- 
strumental in purchasing, of tho lands be 
hud visited and of tho honorB that woro 
ahoworod upon him. Ho had been pro- 
sontod ab Court, ho had dinod with British 
Prime Ministers and with many of tho great- 
est mon of the Mother Land. Iu no situation 
did ho Boom at a loss. He wus tho equal of 
tho most highly oulturod and tho moat ex- 
perienced of Old World atateamen. Under 
no circumstances woro the disadvantages of 
his youth apparent. This mac, who recoived 
his education in a village grummar sohool, 
and who eponb hia youth among raw and 
rough oolonlsts, did notbotray by either hia 
language or hia manner, or by want of 
knowledge of the world or of literature, that 
ho was in any respecb tho inferior of the best 
of thoso with whom he asBociatod. Ho horo 
his honors with a modest dignify which won 
the udmlratlon of thoao who were favored 
wibh an opportunity of observing him. He 
was a nobleman cf nature's own creation, 
and noithor Quoon Vic'.oria nor tho peoplo of 
Canada oould mako him anything more or 
anything hotter.

First HesBion of the Seventh Parliament! 

THIRTEENTH DAY. 

Monday, December It, 1894. 
( Tho Speaker took tho chair at 2 p m. 

Prayers by Rov. Solomon Cloaver. 

The petition from the Christian Endeavor 
Sooiety of ih« Richmond Presbyterian 
Churoh re Satibniii obaervauoo, presented 
by Mr. Kidd, was road and roooived. In 
addition to the subj icta usually dealt with, 
the petitioners complain of the praotice by 
some farmerB of the district of carrying on 
field operations on Sunday. 

Mr. Eberts presented a petition from 
Muirhead & Mann and others. 

The notices respecting tho introduction of 
a bill to provide for tho appointment of con- 
veyancers (Mr. Williams), and respecting 
the claim of Mr. Greer (Mr. Braden) wore 
dropped. 

KAKtJSP AND SLOCAN 110NDS. 

Mr Semlin moved for a return ombracing 
a number of lottors and telegrams, specified 
in tho motion, inoluded in tho correspond- 
ence with tho financial agonte and others 
with respeot to the issue of tho Nakuep & 
Sloc^n bonds. 

Hon. Mr Turner expressed regret that 
tho hon. leader of the opposition had made 
this motion, because ho had shown that gen- 
tleman tho correspondence mentioned and 
explained to him that a groat part of it was 
of a confidential nature, and could not be 
made pnblio without prejudice to tho inter- 
ests of the province. Tho dooumouta will 
be shown to any member of tho house ap- 
plying at tho Treasury, and ho felt confi- 
dent that no ouo after reading them 
would dispute tho fact that, whilo tho cor- 
respondence n Hoots credit upon tho gov- 
ernment as Bhowiug tho steps they have 
taken to secure tho issue of tho bonds under 
the moat favorable circumstances, it is not in 
the interest of the provinco to make the do- 
tails of tho negotiations public to the whole 
world. Thoeo bouda were in tho peculiar 
position that tho railway company really 
had tho rigtit to uegotiato the sale them- 
selves, but the government had felt that 
they ought to take the matter in haud and 
mako a etrong effort to got a high prico for 
tho bonds. He had therefore personally 
taken the matter up, and besides the of- 
ficial correspondence ho had writton a num- 
ber of personal letters aaking information to 
a great extent of a confidential nature, and 
the answers to thoae privato lottors he had 
shown with the official correspondence to 
the leader of the opposition. Io had in the 
first inotance been intended that tho bonds 
should bear 3} por cent, interest, but after 
voluminous correspondence it waa found 
that at that rate they would have to be 
Bold for less than par and tho discount would 
have had to como off the loan. The Kink of 
British Columbia and other correspondents 
had, under the circumstances, advised the 
issue at 4 per cent., stating that by tho pay- 
ment of 2 per cent, for underwriting the 
bonda could probably be Bold for 1 00 or 107 
This had proved to be the caBe, for though 
the fiaal particulars havo not yet been re- 
ceived, ho believed that the price 
would be found to have been rather 
above 10G. Tho letters aBked for in 
the resolution refer not only to these bondB, 
but also to the general loans of the govern- 
ment, and the best manner ( f putting them 
upon the market. Their ouuients are eB- 
Bentially a matter for the government, and 
It would be a breach of confidence to mako 
them public. He ml^ht say that tho letters 
show that the loan has been very inexpen- 
sively issued, its oca; having been just one- 
half of one per cent, on tho not amount re- 
ceived. 

Mr Sword proteated against the lotters 
being treated aa confidential, as ho thought 
the whole transaction should have beon 
"open and above board." He would like to 
know how it ia that tho provinoe gets bbe 
premium on the bonds if the company were 
entitled to Ibsub them. 

Hon. Col. Baker thought the previoua 
speaker did not quite understand the situa- 
tion when he suggested that tho busineBB 
had not been "open and above board." 
The fact is that peoplo were in negotiation 
for the bonds who do not wiBh their names 
to appear, and it is bo stated in the corres- 
pondence. The lotters do not require to bo 
kept privato to concoal anything of a dis- 
creditable nature. 

Mr PRENTICE really could not see why 
the svholo contents of the lotters should not 
be published. Ho contondod that consider 
ing the price of tho 3 por cent, debentures 
these bonds should have sold at a much 
higher rate. 

Hon Mr Davie thought that if tho hon. 
gentlamon oppoBito would only conaider a 
little thoy would clearly see the unwisdom 
of pressing for a return of little utility, but 
which would at the aime time disclose out- 
side of t lie province matters of coi ti lence 
between the government and its brokers. 
Ai to the comparison between tho selling 
price of U Be bonds and the quotation for 
provincial u< Dentures, if tho liou. gentleman 
who had made ic would think for a moment 
he would ecu why there must bo a diir.ioucu 
between the dialing pric3 of a direct loan to 
tho government aud a loan simply bearing 
the government guirantoo. It is Bimply 
impossible to g< t investors to look at the 
two tho aamo way. for they eithor cunnot or 
will not in many cases look farther into tho 
pirtiojlars than tho titlo of tho loan. Id 
muBt bo remembered, too, that this Nakuap 
& Slocan railway loan ia for a ahort 
time — 25 yoars, while tho government 
loan is for 5() yoara. With teapoot to other 
colonies a similar difference in tho quota 
tions is obsorvablo, for a recent transaction 
Bhowa that whilo the Now Zealand 1 per 
cents woro quoted at 105, a loan guaranteed 
by that government sold at only 101 J He 
hoped that the mo' ion for tho correspond- 
ence would be withdrawn. 

Mr. Williams expressed tho opinion that 
tho publication of tho correspondence would 
not bo in tho interest of tho government 
but would bo in that of tho province, and 
thoroforo ho wanted it disclosed. 

Tho motion was loBt on a party division 
of 12 to 20.

President Clevelaiul'a Review of tho 
Home ami Foreign 
Situation. 



Departmental Reports— The Sealing 1 
^Uu'HUoii-lilnefiL'JclH Iuciilent 
— Cliiiia ami Japan. 



Washington, D, C, Dec. 3.— President 
Cleveland this afternoon presented hit) mes- 
sage to congress at the opening of that body 
Hie Excellency in tho course of his com 
munication buvb : 

The history of our rccont dealings with 
other nations, and our peaceful relations 
with them at this time, additionally demon- 
strate tho advantago of consistently adher- 
ing to a linn but just policy freo from 
envious or ambitious national schemes and 
characterized by entire honesty and sin- 
cerity. 

Tho termination of tho civil war in Brazil 
has been followed by the goneral prevalence 
of poace and ordor. Ic appearing at un 
early stage of tho insurrection that its 
courHO would call fur unueual watohfulnOBB 
od the part of this government our navul 
force in tho harbor of Kio de Janeiro was 
strengthened. This precaution, I am satis- 
fied, tondod to rostriot the Issue to a Biuiplo 
trial cf atrongth botwoon the Brazilian gov- 
ernment and tho insurgents and to avert 
complications which at times seemed immi- 
nent. On tho 17th of March last a now 
treaty with China in further regulation cf 
emigration was Biguod at Washington, and 
on August 13th it roceivcd tho sanction of 
the senate. Ratification on the part of 
China and formal oxe'iango are awaited to 
give i fleet to this mutually beneficial con- 
vention. Although the war botwoon 

CHINA AND JAl'AN 
endangered no polioy of tho United States, 
it deserves our groatest consideration by 
reason of its disturbance of our growing 
commercial interests in tho two countries 
and the increased dangers which may result 
to our citizens domiciled or travelling in tho 
interior of China. Acting under a stipula- 
tion in our treaty with Koroa, I felt con- 
strained at the beginning of the controversy 
to tender our good oiiices to induce an ami- 
cable arrangement of tho initial difficulty 
growing out of tho Japinese demands for 
admluibrrativo reforms in Koroa, but tho 
unhappy precipitation of uotual hos- 
tilities defeated this kindly pur- 
pose. Doploring the destructive war 
between tho two most powerful of tho East- 
ern nations, and anxious that our commer- 
cial interests in those countries may be pre- 
served and that tho safety of our citizens 
thorc shall not jeopardized, I would not 
hesitate to heed any intimation that our 
friendly aid for tho honorable termination of 
hostilities would be acceptable to both be- 
ligerentB. Early in tho present year sd 
agreement was reached with Great Britain 
concerning instructions to be glvon to the 
naval commanders of the two governments 
in Behring sea and tho contiguous North 
Pacific ocean, for their guidanco in tha exe- 
cution of the award of the Paris tribunal of 
arbitration and tho enforcement of tho 
regulations therein prescribed for the

in the waters mentioned. An understand- 
ing has also been reached for the pay- 
ment by the United States government of 
$125,000 in full satisfaction of all claims 
whicn may be made by Grout Britain for 
damages growing out of tho controversy as 
to fur seals in Behring Boa or tho seizure of 
British vessels engaged in taking toulskins 
in those waters. I am convinced that a set- 
tlement upon tho terms montionod would be 
an equitable and advantageous one, and I 
recommend that provision bo made for the 
prompt payment of the stated sum. Thus 
far only Franco and Portugal have signified 
their willingness to adhere to the regulations 
established by the award of tho Paris tri- 
bunal of arbitration. 

Since communicating the voluminous cor- 
respondence in regard to Hawaii and the 
action taken by the Sonate and tho house of 
Representatives on certain creations sub- 
mitted to the judgment and wider discretion 
of congress, the organizition of a govern- 
ment in place of the provisional arrange- 
ment which followed the deposition of tno 
•Queen has beon announced with evidence of 
its effective operation. The recognition 
usual in such cases has been accorded tho 
new government. Good will, lostored by 
many interests in common, has marked our 
relations with our nearest southern neigh- 
bor. Peace being restored along her north- 
ern frontier Mexico haB asked the punish- 
ment of the late disturbers of hor tranquil- 
ity. There ought to bo a new treaty of 
commerce and navigation with that country 
to take the place 01 tho one which termin- 
ated thirteen years ago. l'romineut among 
the questions of the year waa

in relation to tho MoBquito Indian strip, 
bordering on tho Atlantic ocean and within 
the jurisdiction of Nicaragua. By tho 
treaty of 1SU0 between Great Britain und 
Nicaragua tho former government expressly 
recognizes tho sovereignly uf tho latter over 
tho btrlp, and a limited form ol self-govern- 
ment was guaranteed to the Moiquiio In- 
dians, to bo exorcised according to their 
customs, for themselves and other dwellers 
within us limits. Early in thei past your 
oiroits cf Nicaragua to maintain sovereignty 
over the Mosquito territory led to serious 
disturbances, culminating mtho uupproasion 
of the native governmout and tho attempted 
substitution of an impracticable composite 
administration in which Nioaraguan and 
alieu residents woro to participate Fail- 
ure was followed by an insurrection which 
lur i. timo subverted Nicaraguan rule, 
expelling her officers and restoring tho old 
organization. This in turn give plaoe to 
tho existing government. I'noso arrayed 
against Nicarugua in those transactions 
have been largely Americans, and tho com- 
merce of that rogion for soino timo has 
been and still is chiefly controlled by our 
citizjns. We cannot for t hut, ruason chal- 
lenge the rightful sovereignty of N c >ragua 
over this important part of hor domain. 
Our naval commanders at tho scono of tlieso 
disttirbaiicea, by thoir constant exhibition 
of tirmntssand gcod judgment, contributed 
largely to the prevention of eorious eonso- 
quenoes and to the preservation of quiet and 
order. The Nicaruguan authorities having 
given notice of their concession to tho canal 
ctmpany on grounds purely technical and 
not embraced in tho contract, have receded 
from that t tuition. Tho soaling interests of 

RUSSIA IN BKIIRINO SEA 
are second only to our own. A modus Vi- 
vendi has, thereforo, been concluded with 
tho Imperial government restrictive of 
pouching on thoKuttslanrooltcrioH undo! noil- 
ini? in waters which wore not comprehended 
in the protected area defined in tho Paris 
award. 

Unreasonable and urjust fines imposed by 
Spain on tho vessels and ooinmoroo of tho 
United States havo demanded from timo to 
time during tho last twenty years earnest 
remonstrance on tho part ol our government, 



Tliia conduct ia in strungo contrast with tho 
considerate and liberal troatmont extondod 
to Spanish vessels and cargoeB in our portB 
in liko cases. No satisfactory sottlemont ol 
thete vexed questions has yet boon reached. 
In my last anuual message I odvocatod tho 
claim on tho part of Turkey to tho right 
to expol, na persons unelesirablo and danger- 
ous, Armenians naturalized In the United 
States and returning to Turkish jurisdiction. 
Numerous questions in this relation have 
arisen. While this government ucquioscoo 
in the asserted right of expulsion it will not 
consent that Armenians may bo imprisoned 
or otherwise punished for no other reason 
than having acquired without imperial con- 
eont American citizenship. 

The present government of Samoa has 
utterly tailed to correct, if indued it has not. 
aggravated, the very evils it was intended 
to prevent. It lias not stimulated our com- 
morco with the islands. Our participation 
in its establishment uguinst tho wishos of 
tho natives wua in plain deli incc of con- 
servative teachings und warnings of wise 
and patriotic men who laid tho foundations 
of our free institutions, und I invito an ex- 
pression of judgment of congress on tho pro 
priety of steps being taken by this govern- 
ment looking to tho withdrawal from its en- 
gagements with tho other powers on some 
reasonabio terms not prejudicial to any of 
our existing rights.

I have always holiovod that the 
reservation of lands for Indians in severalty 
should take place slowly and with the ut- 
most caution. I am convinced thut the 
proper solution of tho Indian problem and 
tho success of ovory step taken in thut 
direction depends largely upon tho intelli- 
gence and honor of tho reservation ogenta 
and the interest they havo in the work.

At, tho oloso of tho luBt Cecal year, on tho 
.')0th day of Juno, 1891, thero were 909,541 
persona on our pension liBt, boing a net in- 
crease of 3,532 over tho number roportod at 
the end of the previous yoar. The total 
amount expended for pensions during tho 
year waa 8139,801,461 05, leaving an unox 
pendod balance from tho sum appropriated 
of 825,205,712 65 Tho sum necessary to 
meet the pensions expenditures for the year 
onding Juno .')0, 1894, is estimated at $140,- 
000,000. The commissioner of pecBionB iB 
of opinion that the year 1895, being the 
30th after tho close of tho war of tho rebel- 
lion, must, according to all sensible human 
calculations, see tho highest limit of tho 
pension roll, and that after that year it 
must begin to declino. Barefaced aud cx- 
tensivo pension frauds, exposed under the 
diroction of the courageous and generous 
veteran snldior now at tho head of the 
bureau, leavo no room for tho c'aitn that no 
purgution of our pension rolls was needed 
or that continual watchfulness und pron.pt 
action are not necesBury to the aamo end. 

Sp-'cial study has been made of tho d< - 
mand for American farm produce ill all 
foreign markets, especially Great Britain. 
That country derivod from the United 
States during fho nine months ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1894, 305 910 live, beef cuttle, 
valued at, $20,500,000. The inspeotion of 
beef animals for export and interstate trade 
has boeu contlnuod, and 12,944,056 head 
were inepectetl during the yoar at a co-t of 
1 j cnta a head, against 4j cents a head for 
1,893. 

Tin: TARIFF At'T 
passed at the last session c f congress needs 
important amendments if it is to ho e xecutod 
effectively and with certainty. In addition 
to such necessary amendments as will not 
change the rates of duty I am still decidedly 
in favor of putting coil and iron on tho freo 
list. So far as tho sugar schedule is con- 
corned I woulti be glud under tho existing 
aggravating conditions to see every article 
ot differential duty in favor of retined 
sugar stricken out of our tariff law. If 
with all tho favor now accorded 
sugar refining interests In our tariff 
laws It still languishes to~lho extent of 
closed refineries und thousands ot work- 
men discharged it, woulti seem to present 
a hopeless ease for reasonable legislative uid. 
Whatever else is done or omitted, 1 earnestly 
repeat the recommendation I have mudo 
in another portion of this communica- 
tion that tho additional duty of one-tenth of 
a cent per pound made upon Hugir imported 
from comitrios paying a bounty upon its ex- 
ports bo abrogacod. It seems to mo that 
exceedingly important considerations point 
to tho propriety of this amendment with thn 
advent of a now tariff policy not only cal- 
culated to reliovo tho consumers of our land 
in tho cost of their daily life, but to invito 
better dovolopmont of Amorioun thrift and 
croato for us olosor and moro profitable coni- 
morcial relations with tho rest of tho world 
It follows as a logical und imperative neces- 
sity that wo shall at onco remove tho chief, 
if not the only, obstacle which has bo long 
prevented our participation in tho foreign 
carrying trade of tho sea.

Preparing Chestnuts For Dessert. 

Peol some chestnuts, boil them so 
us to lie able to skin them without spoil- 
ing them and throw them into a basin 
containing tepid water slightly acidu- 
lated with lomon juice. Make-' a sirup 
with sugar, tho weight of which must 
equal that of tho chestnuts, and a stick 
of vanilla. When hot, pour it over tho 
chestnuts, and lt:t it stand overnight. 
Next day drain off tho liquor, put it, 
over tho fire, and when quite smooth 
[nit in tlin chestnuts and let them gen- 
tly simmer. Again lot them stand and 
repeat tho operation— that is to say, put 
the sirup to simmer till it is ready to 
boil, then add tho chestnuts and lot 
thorn boil till they bocoino transparent. 
They can then cither bo dried on wire 
frames and kept in tins or bo placed 
with their sirup in pots and preserved 
in thai way. Either will do equally Well 
for the purpose of dessert.

Report on tlie Charges by Inspector 
Bnsuby Against tho Yates Street 
Sewer Contractors. 



Tho New Electric Light Plant— Pro- 
posed legislation— The Elk 
Lake Improvements. 



Thero was a full mooting of tho city ooun- 
oil last night, tho Mayor presiding. 

A Cjuuty court summons was road in 
Thomas Sorby, architect, v. tho Corpora- 
tion. Piuintiff claims J.'ioO hb first pri/.i for 
dosigne and specifications fjr the Jumos 
B>y causeway. Referred to the Mayor and 
City Hamsters to defend. 

The Provincial Secrotary wrote ro Phincae 
Mason, that as a resident of tho cily ho was 
entitled to admission to the Old Men's 
homo. Filed. 

Tho Sewerage ( 'ommieaioners wroto that 
it was expedient to lo,ver tho sewer on 
Store streot to drain tho properties of 
Messrs. Ciroy and liussi. Relerred to City 
Engineer to estimate coat and report. 

Xne Sewerage Commisaiouors alao repor .od 
on tho investigation into charges made by 
Inspector Busnhy Bgainst tho contractors of 
tho Yates streot sower ami hia complaints 
agaitut the Cuy Kugiueer and his assistant. 
Too ubo of ubusivo latiguago by contractor 
Walkley to liuahhy was found provon. 
Prom the roport of Mr. J. H. Gray, C K , 
and from tho evidence, it waa shown, how- 
ever, that the work haa been proporly done. 
A copy of tho evidenco may be ueen at the 
City Clerk's cilice. Tho following charges 
were found not proven : Defective joiuta, 
improperly laid pipes, aubatitution of axlo 
grease for tallow and roain, threat of throw- 
ing conereto on inspector whilst ho waa in 
tho trench, and that duo precaution was 
not takon to prevent aocidenta while blajt- 
iog. It was shown that tho inspector was 
not always on tho worka during woiking 
hours. Tho roport was received and filed. 

Robt. Ward it Co., Ltd., asked for part 
of tho insurance on tho electric light atatiou. 
Referred to tho City Treasurer. 

>S. Perry Mills wroto again regarding tho 
deed of a piece of land on School streot. 
Kuforrf d tc tho City Solicitors. 

VV. F. Fullerton asked for polico attention 
at Spring Ridge, aa a gang of hoodluma 
w-iro bothering tho residents. A petition of 
u\"> ratepayers had already been sent in. 

His Worship stated that tho former poti- 
tim had been acted upon. 

Tho lettor waa referred to tho Chief of 
P ,lico. 

A. McGregor wroto that not being aware 
of too coy by-law lie had had a coping of 
woo I made for hia cemetery lot, and asked 
that such copings be allowed. Referred to 
cemeti-ry committee. 

K. 1! McMicking in regard to the pro- 
posed electric bght by-law asked for a 
week's further time to report, which waB 
granted. 

C H Stickols. in rrgird to complaints 
m ido of tho city's now electric plant, wrote 
that the b nokemaok waa calculated by pro- 
per formula- ua to its lic'ght no oco could 
nay what it should ho without testing it. 
Regarding tho biz? of tho poles, they would 
laat lf> yourp, and tho eost of renewing them 
would he about $8,000 ; if they had boon the 
samo sizi aa the old they would havo lasted 
only livo or aix years, which would mean 
SI,. '100 a year for maintenance againat $540 
for the now line. Ho declined to answer 
attacks by correspondents in the papers, 
but would givo all information possible to 
citizens calling on him. Au lo extras ho 
knew of uono i xoept on tho wharf, the 
heater pit could hardly be oalled an extra, 
hb at tho time tho building waB 
erected it waa Impossible to locate it. 
Very few changes hud boon made and all 
without coat to tho city. Tho lift of the 
condenser ia not 22 foot aa aasortod. By 
going 10 feet below tho Moor lino tho bottom 
of the pit would bo ono foot below average 
high tide, tho lift of condenser ut half tide 
would bo 13 foot, allowing for a 12 foot aver- 
age rise anrT fall. Tho auxiliary pipe from 
tho city would only bo used in case tho foot 
valve is choked or on an exceptionally low 
tide. 

I ho rtdort was received and filed. 

Tho Wm. Hamilton Co. wroto that the 
chimney of tho oleotric power hoiiao should 
ho 54 itiohcB inside and 100 foot above 
t to gruten. If any emaller, tho city would 
have to tako tho risk. Received and filed. 

Caretaker Sutherland, of tho Old Men's 
Home, atatod that tho provincial govorn- 
moat having die ded to have a commission 
to inveatlgato tho Old Men's Homo, ho askod 
for inati actions. 

Ar.n. Keith Wilson moved that the care- 
taker givo ovory information in his power to 
members of tho governmont. 

His Worship i aid (that ho had already 
given auoh li Btruotions. 

Aid. Koith-Wtlson'a motion was carriod. 

Tondora woro opened fur tho electric 
light maat arms as follows : John Robert- 
son, tilting mast arms at $10 {50 each ; rigid 
arms, Sri. Albion Iron Worka, tilting maat 
urma, SI 7 50 eaoh ; rigid arma, SO. llinton 
it Penney, rigid arms, $8 50 ; tilting arms, 
?:t:i GO. Goo. W. Reid, rigid arma, $G 45 
eaoh; tilting arms, ?10 00 each. Roforred 



to the oleotric light committoo to award to 
lowest tonderer complying with tho condi- 
tions. 

A potitinn from Thomas Shotbolt and 
twenty-five others fi;r an electric light at the 
corner of Lilian Btreot and Foul Hay road 
waa referred to tho electric light committee 
to report. 

K. Wolf and oleven other residents of 
Chatham Btreot petitioned against tho resid- 
ents of Chatham Btreot. between Douglao 
and Government streetB being forcod to ro- 
move, at groat loss and inconvenience, from 
their dwellings, to make room for numerous 
women of ill-fame. They further aaid that 
tho action of tho property ownera is highly 
improper and indecent, and especially un- 
jiiBt. towards those who have been long resid- 
ent on said street. They then-fore beteech 
the council to put a atop to such proceed- 
ings. 

Tho petition was referred to tho Chief of 
Polico and polico commieaionerB. 

Tho finance committee asked fer SI,- 
495.00 from genoral revenue ; alBO Sl.O'J.'l 
from oleotrio light fund and SIS from watir 
works fund. Adopted. 

Tho electric light commit teo recom- 
mended that, thn tender tf tho Victoria Iron 
Works of SI. 975 for lino ehafting bo accept- 
ed. Adopted. 

A'd. Ledingham received permission to 
introduoa a by law for the preservation of 
tho city Biroots. 

Tho legislative committee sent in a report 
reoommtnding changes iu tho municipal act 
aa follows : 

1. That tho couccll bo allowed to levy a 
special tax for school purpoaeB. 

2. That 7 per cent, interest ba chargeable 
on over duo taxes. 

I! That tho city havo tho aamo water 
privileges for generating and supplying tho 
citi/.9UH with electricity, also tho stringing 
of wires, aa thoy now havo for water works 
purposes and tho laying of pipes, both with- 
in and without the city limits.

0. Make date for receiving declaration for 
householder December I instead of Novem- 
ber .SO, an former is laBt day for paying li 
cenaes, revonuo and road taxes, to enable 
householders to qualify ua voters. 

After lonio diBouseion Aid. Bakor moved 
that tho rate of interest on overdue taxeB 
bo 5 per cent. 

Thia waa adoptod, and on Aid Dwyer'H 
recommondation a olauBO waa added to em- 
power the cily to regulate tho quality and 
weight of bread sold in tho city. 

A number of proposed amendments were 
also put in os a minority roport. Tho first 
was that, the police force bo appointed by 
and hold their oliijos at tho pleasure of tho 
council. 

Ald. Ledingham moved that these' be 
adopted. 

Al.n HARRIS thought it. would bo a groat 
mistake to alter the act. Tho commlcsion- 
era hail a hotter chance of knowing what 
men were most suitable for tho force. 

Ai.d Stylks supported Aid. Ledlcgbam'a 
motion and so did Aid. Vigolius. 

Tho motion was carried. 

The next amendment rend: "In tho 
event of the city being divided Into waida 
for electoral purpc sea tho council may from 
timo to time alter such divisions bo as to 
allow the different portions to bo equally 
r -presented in tho council aa nearastnay boon 
tho biaia of tho asaesscd value as shown on 
tho laat revised assessment roll, and such 
candidates representing each respective 
ward receiving the highest number of votes 
caHt shall bu elected tor two years, but any 
such alderman being elooted for two years 
may resign at tho end of tho first year by 
giving nolioe in writing lo tho City Clork 
not baa than ton days biforo tho day of 
com (nation. 

Tho full board of aldermen may bo olec. 
ed by the whole city, and tho three candi- 
dates rei eiving tho highest number of voles 
ciut shall be declared elected for two years, 
or any number of such board of aldermen 
may bo elected for any such term of years as 
may bo doomed advisable by tho council and 
assented to by tho olectorB.

Ann. Munn moved his resolution already 
publiBhod, to havo tho filter beds mado and 
tho margin of Klk and Beaver lakes cleaned 
before tho purchase tf tho water 
shed waB undertaken. Tho object of tho 
resolution, ho said iB lo bring 
thia question prominently I o tho attention t f 
tho people. Ho believed that S75.O0O 
would have been ample for all requirements; 
that this great land purchase schomo waa a 
pieco of colossal foolishness and worso — a 
waato of tho poople'a money. Tho city 
could only havo perfectly puro woter aup- 
ply by perfect filtration. Every man ad- 
mitted that.

It. is often (liflicult to match a silk 
gimp to tho color of the dress, arid it is 
comparatively easy nnd very economical 
to purchase a ball of silk of tho shado 
and crochet as many yards as needed. 
Tho only thing required is a good pat-

tern, and here is one from Tho House- 
hold which is not only effective, but it 
can ho quickly made: 

The I iny wheels aro erochoted first by 
making lour chains, joining thoni and 
working in it 10 singlo crochet stitches, 
with a picot or sLnglo chain stitch bo- 
twoon each four stitohos. Tho wheels 
aro joined to eaoh other at tho picots, 
and ovory alternate wheel has two ex- 
tra picots for confining tho row of chain 
stitches which are crocheted on tho top 
and bottom of the wheels. 

These chain stitches are worked as 
follows: Chain two, join to picot of tho 
whcol that has two picots at top and 
bottom; chain four, join in third picot 
back; chain ono, join in second picot at 
top of wheel; chain four, join in third 
picot back; chain onn, join in picot of 
noxt wheel, whioh has hut one, and eon- 
tinue in like manner for both top and 
bottom rows.

Btoad of siuglo crochet.
